Magnolias are an ancient group of 
flowering plants producing large and at- 


tractive flowers in spring or summer. 

The plants themselves are hardy and will with- 
Stand frosts. The magnolia will grow in any good 
garden soil, 


The simple way to propagate 
these trees by the layering 
method, in which small younger 
branches lying close to the 
ground are inserted in a sandy 
soil mixture. It is advisable to 
rub a little hormone powder 
on the cut, which you will make 
on the underside of the branch 
you have chosen to layer. 

Once rooting has begun the 
Jayer should be partially severed 
and then finally severed after 
about three months. 


After planting and for the first 
few seasons they will benefit by 
a mulch in the early summer. 


They will grow in both full sun. 
and semi-shade and need only 
sufficient shelter to protect them 
from damaging winds and salt 
spray. 


The best time to plant mag- 
nolias is when they are at the 
dermant stage in winter or 
early spring and certainly be- 
fore they come into full leaf, un- 
less they are in a large con- 
tainer. 


Magnolias should be planted 
where it is allowed to grow into 
its natural shape and should not 
be grown beside other fast-grow- 
ing trees or plants. 


Small flowering specimens 
such as “hag-stellata’ can be 
grown in a large tub and placed 
on a patio. This variety, often 
called “‘star magnolia’’ flowers 
in late winter and seldom 
grows any larger than 8ft. The 
small flowers open up to separ- 
ate petals which ‘gradually fold 
back and are lightly perfumed. 

When grown as shrubs they 
do not require regular pruning 
in the same way as roses, but 
if necesary the shape can be 
improved by removing mis- 
placed shoots, 

Always after flowering remem- 
ber to cut back to a side shoot 
or smalt branch as magnolias 
range in size from medium 
sized shrubs to small trees and 
selection should be made to suit 
your garden. . 

Here are two dwarf types to 
choose from, the most popular 
lones being ‘‘mae-soulangeana.”’ 
The large tulip shaped flowers 
are white, tinted rosey-purple on 
the outside. 

Another popular one seen in 
many gardens is “mag-lilifiora” 
of shrubby habit, purple flowers 
appearing with the leaves.
